Foch Strik es Back at the H u n s 
By the Assocated Press. 
General Foch, the allied com m ander in chief, has taken 
gc#ssive on an important scale, attacking this m orning on a 
five mile front between the Aisne and the M a r n e — the westerly side 
of the Germ an M a rn e salient. 
T h e attack appears to be a s'gmfi- 
cant counter stroke to the Germ an drive along the 
M arne-Rheim s- 
C ha m p a g n e front. 
From various sources come reports the battle is progressing fa­ 
vorably to the aibed forces, which 
presum ably 
include 
Am erican 
troops. 
T h e front of attack runs from Fontenoy, six miles we*;! of 
Soissons, to the town of Belieau, on the Clignon river. 
Few details 
of the battle are yet available, the main fact officially stated being 
at various points along this front progress of from a mite and a half 
to two miles has been made and that prisoners have been taken. 
lf the attack of the allies is what it appears to be it is a serious 
threat to the whole German pos'tion south of the Aisne.* Rapid pro­ 
gress by the allies to the eastward would compel 
abandonm ent 
of 
the Germ an offensive now apparently directed to E n e rn a y to the south 
of R h e im s mountain, 
lf might, if successful, even bring about a G er­ 
man retirement from the whole So isso n s-M arn e R h e u n s salient, w.th 
potential disastrous results to the enemy in the loss of men, guns and 
material. 
* 
D u rin g the last three weeks the French have carried out a n u m ­ 
ber of local operat'ons southwest of Soissons, along the line where the 
present allied effort is being made. 
By these operations from the re­ 
gion of Am bleny, south of Fontenoy. to Longpont, nearly eight miles 
further south, the line was advanced 
and 
straightened. 
Before to­ 
d a y ’s attack began the French held positions along a series of ridges 
on a five mile front from Ambleny to St. Pierre, Atgle and were in 
strong entrenchm ents further south. 
Th e part A m erican troops a re taking in the allied counter blow 
is as yet unknow n. 
The mention in the 
official statement from 
Paris, however, includes a section of the line held by A m eric an s in 
the neighborhood of Chateau Thierry. 
General P e rs h in g 's 
men 
are 
kn o w n to be at Belieau and they have been mentioned as being as far 
north as the town of Torcy, which is on the south side of the Cfignon 
river, above Belieau wood. 
M e a s u r i n g from the Aisne river, around the Chateau T h ierry s a l­ 
ient and thence to M a s s ig e s in the Cham pagne, the eastern limits of 
the present stroke, the length of battle tine is about 105 miles, which 
is the widest front that has been in active

front since the early d ays of the war.

lost a great many men in killed and 
xvounded in the present drive. 
The 
country, they feel, therefore, should 
be prepared to see very soon cas­ 
ualty lists much longer than those 
which have been made public here- 
t of ore. 
The work of cabling the names 
and checking them up will require 
much time and xviii be a heavy tax 
on the cable lines. 
The possibility 
is that it will be two or three weeks 
oefore all the names can be trans­ 
mitted through the regular chan­ 
nels in France and then

I was pretty tired by this time and j 
awfully thirsty, and I thought if I did , 
not rest a little bit I could never make 
It. I was siA tired and nervous that 
I did not care much whether I did j 
get back or apt, and tile wounded 
garby w as groaning all the time. 
So when I thought J h e shells were j 
coming pretty thick again I got into a ] 
shell hole and it was the same one 
1 had left not long before. The dead j 
garby was there just as I had left him. 
The wounded one was bleeding all ; 
over, and my clothes were just soaked 
with blood from the three men, but I 
most of all from him. There was some j 
of my own blood on me, too, for when 
I vias knocked down by the shell my I 
nose bled and kept bleeding for a long 
time, bur of course, that was nothing 


the walls of the quarries down on 
them. 
We were fighting about this part of 
the country one time when we saw 
three motor trucks disappear over the 
side of a bill going across country. 
The detachment from the Cassard was 
sent over on the run and we came 
upon the Turks from those trucks and 
several others just after they had got 
out and were starting ahead on foot. 
W e captured that whole bunch—I do 
not know* how* many in all. They w*ere 
reinforcements on their way to a part 
of their line th at we wrere battering 
very hard, and by capturing them we 
helped the Anzacs a great deal, for 
they were able to get through for a 
big gain. 
We beld that position, though they 
raint*] shells on us so hard all that 
day and night that we thought they 
w ere placing a barrage for a raid, and 
stood to arm s until almost noon the 
next day. 
But our guns gave back 
shell for shell, and pounded the T urk­ 
ish trenches and broke shrapnel over 
them until they had all they could 
do to 
ay in them. 
Finally, our guns placed shell after 
shell on the enemy’s communication 
trenches, and they could neither bring 
up reinforcements nor retire. So we 
went over and cleaned them out and 
took the trench. But then our guns 
had to stop because we were in range, 
and the Turks brought up reinforce 
m eats from other parts of the line and 
we were driven hack after holding 
their trench all afternoon. 
It was 
about fifty-fifty, though, for when they 
reinforced one part of the line some 
of our troops would break through in 
another part. 
That night there was a terrible rain 
storm. I guess it was really a cloud 
burst. 
We had all 
the w ater w*e 
wanted then, and more, too. A great 
many men and mules were drowned 
both of our troops and the Turkish. 
Trenches were washed in and most ol 
the works ruined. There were several 
Turkish bodies washed into our trench 
and two mules came over together, 
though w hether they were Turkish or 
French or British I do not know. 
A few days after the rain stopped 
* I was going along the road to the 
| locks at “ V” beach when I saw* some 
maniples of the freakishness of shells. 
There was a long string of mules go- 
| ing back to the trenches with w ater 
t and supplies of various kinds. 
We 
hew up to one side to tot them pas 
Two or three mules away from us 
j was aa old-timer with only one ear, 
I iu d UuLt ve££ pray, loaded la jim gas* 


wales with bags of w*ater. He had had 
his troubles, that old boy, but they 
uwere just about over, for there was a 
j flash and th© next instant you could 
Ant see a thing left of Old Missouri, 
i He just vanished. 
But two of tho 
w ater bags were not even touched, 
and another one had only a little hole 
in it. There they lay on the ground, 
Just as though you had taken the mule 
nut from under them. The mules next 
him, fore and aft, were knocked down 
by Hie concussion but unharm ed; but 
the third mule behind had one ear 
f ut to shreds, and the man behind 
lim v a s badly shot up and stunned. 
A little farther on a shell had struck 
the road and plowed a furrow^ two or 
three feet wide, and just as straight 
as an arrow* for three of four yards; 
then 
turned 
off 
at 
almost 
a 
right angle and continued for a yard 
or two more before it burst and made 
a big hole. That Turk gunner must 
have put a lot of English on that shell 
when he tired it. He got somebody's 
number with th at shot, too, and tho 
lad paid pretty high, for there was 
blood around the hole, not quite dry 
when we got to it. 
Coming back along the same.road we 
halted to let another convoy of mules 
go past, and an officer of the Royal 
naval division came up 
and 
began 
talking to our officers. H e was telling 
them how he and his men had landed 
at “X” beach, and how* they had to 
wade ashore through barbed wire. 
“And, you know,” he said in a sur­ 
prised way, as if he himself could 
hardly believe it, “the beggars were 
actually firing on us I” T hat Is just 
like the Limeys, though. Their idea 
is not to appear excited about any­ 
thing at any time, but to act as though 
they were playing cricket—standing 
around on a lawn with paddles in their 
hands, half asleep. The Limeys are 
certainly cool under fire, though, and 
I think th a t because the Anzacs did 
so well at Gallipoli people have not 
given enough credit to the British 
regulars and It. N. D.’s, who were 
there too, and did their share of the 
work, and did it as well as any men 
could. 
After a while +hls officer started on 
his way again, and as he cut across 
the road a French officer came up. 
The Limey wore a monocle, which 
caused the French officer to stare at 
him a minute before he saluted. After 
the Englishman had passed him the 
Frenchman took a large French penny 
out of his pocket, screwed it into his 
eye and turned toward us so that we 
could see it, but the Limey could not. 
Tiiat was not the right thing to do, 
especially before enlisted men, so our 
officers did not laugh, but the men did, 
and so loud that Limey turned around 
and caught sight of the Frenchman. 
He started back toward him and I 
thought sure there would be a fight, 
or that, more likely, the Limey would 
report him. Our officers should have 
placed the Frenchman under arrest, 
at that. 
The Frenchman expected trouble, 
too. for he pulled up very straight and 
stiff, but he left the penny in his eye. 
The Limey came up to him. halted a 
few paces off and, without saying 
a word, took the monocle out of his 
eye, twibbled it three or four feet in 
the air and caught it in his other eye 
when it came down. 
“Do that, you blighter,” he said and 
faced about and was on his way down 
the road. They had it on the French­ 
man after that. 
This Phillippe Pierre, of whom I 
have spoken, told me a story about 
two Limey officers that I hardly be­ 
lieved, yet Phillippe swore it was tile 
truth. He had been in America before 
the war, and he said he had seen one 
of the officers that the story is about 
many times in New York. 
He said there were two Limey offi­ 
cers going along tile road arguing 
about the German shells which the 
Turks were using. One of the officers 
said they were no good because they 
did not burst. Ju st about th at time 
a shell came along and they picked 
themselves up quite a distance from 
where they had been standing. An­ 
other shell whizzed by and landed flat 
on the side of the road. The officer 
walked over, dug it out of the ground, 
and took away the detonator and Also 
—to prove that they did not explode I 
The only thing that would make 
me believe that story is that Phillippe 
Pierre said they were Limey officers. 
No one but a Limey would remem­ 
ber such an argument after being 
knocked galley west by a shell con­ 
cussion. I do not doubt that a Limey 
would do it if it could be <km*\ though.
